SAIGON (AP) - U.S. tro o p a 
guard ing 
the 
southern 
ap­ 
proaches to Saigon battled the 
Viet Cong tod ay at two points 
nine miles apart. 
Helicopters land ed more than 
1,000 men from the 9 th Division 
in rioe fieldB 24 miles south of 
Saigon in an attempt to encircle 
an enemy force estimated at 
more than 100 troops. 
Details were sketchy , and no 
camalty figures were reported 
as y et. But the fighting was said 
to be heavy at times. 
That fight was just south of 
Rach Kien, a key d istrict capi­ 
tal. The Americans were sent in 
after intelligence reports told of 
the enemy unit, and the GIs 
d rew fire shortly after they 
land ed . 
Nine miles farther north and 
only 15 miles below Saigon, an­ 
other 300 men from the 9 th Divi­ 
sion virtually wiped out an ene­ 
my platoon of 40 or 80 men, ac- 
cord mg to initial field report« . 


(My three Americans were re­ 
ported wound ed . 
In a d elay ed report, U.S. 
head q uarters said that a Viet 
Cong force fired with bazooka- 
ty pe rockets Saturd ay at the 
U.S. freighter Southport II as it 
approached Saigon. 
U.S. Navy gunboats, helicop­ 
ter gunships and Air Force 
fi^iter-bombers attacked the en­ 
emy positions along the bank 
and then strafed fleeing groups 
of Viet Cong. A U.S. spokesman 
said 20 Viet (tong were killed , 
there were no UB. casualties 
and the ship was not d amaged . 
In the air war, U.S. Air Force 
B52s bombed North Vietnam for 
the first time in nearly a month, 
while U.S. 
tactical fighter- 
bombers flew 110 missions Sun­ 
d ay against enemy supply lines 
in North Vietnam’s southern 
panhand le.

PARIS (AP) - A North Viet­ 
namese spokesman tod ay btosit- 
ed both the Republican and 
Democratic parties of the Unit­ 
ed States, but saved a special 
attack for the Republican presi­ 
d ential cand id ate, Richard M.

The way was left open for 
more specific criticism of the 
Democratic candfiidiate after that 
party ’s convention later this 
month. 
Nguy en Thanh Le, spokesman 
for the North Vietnamese d d to- 
gation at the Paris peace talks 
with the United States, went 
into American politics at a news 
conference. 
He said that the Republican 
plaitform and Nixon’s personal 
stand could not possibly lead to 
an end to the Vietnamese war. 
Le asserted he d id not want to 
interfere with the internal af­ 
fairs of the United States, but 
thought it was pertinent to give 
his views on Republican state­ 
ments concerning Vietnam. He 
ad d led that he was not refening 
to any policies of Nixon other 
lhan those concerning Vietn^, 
Le referred to the p la tf ^ 
plan on Vietnam ad opted by the 
Republicans at Miami 
and said “this program d oes not 
propose the uncond itional halt 
of bombing and other acts of 
war against the Peoples Demo­ 
cratic Republic of (North) Viet- 
nam, and d oes not speak of 
withd rawing American troopg 
from Vietnam.” 
These have been two of fha 
principal d emand s of tha Nortfa 
Vietnamese at Paris. 
Furthermore, Le argued that 
before the Paris talks opened 
Nixon had recommend ed an I» - 
tenrification and extension of 
the war in Vietnam. He q uoted 
Nixon as say ing that he refused 
to “sell out” South Vietnam. 
“Nixon has pushed impud ence 
to the limit in consid ering the 
southam part of our country as 
his property ,” Le said . 
Le also said that such an atti­ 
tud e shows that Nixon recom­ 
mend s a perpetuati(m 
the 
vision of the coimtay and a con­ 
tinued policy of neocolimiaffism 
in South Vietnam. 
Le volunteered his commeots 
on the Republican psuty and 
Nixim at the news conference. 
When a repixd er asked if he hod 
any thing to say about the Demo­ 
cratic party or perhaps Vice 
Presid ent Hubert H. Humphrey , 
Le said his government has of­ 
ten cond emned the policies of 
the Democratic ad ministration. 
As for the cand id ates for the 
Democratic nomination he said 
up to now we d o not have 
enough information” to com­ 
ment. 
He said the Paris talks “have 
mad e no progress and the Unit­ 
ed States government must bear 
fun responsibility .” 
When asked about a state­ 
ment attributed to Humphrey 
that peace was nearer ttiMi at 
any time, Le said “this d eclara­ 
tion is inexact.”

Knemy Platoon Wiped Out 
U.S. Troops Fight Cong 
Forces South Of Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. troops 
guarding 
the 
southern 
ap­ 
proaches to Saigon battled the 
Viet Cong today ut two points 
nine miles apart. 
Helicopters landed more than 
1,000 men from the 9th Division 
in rice fields 24 miles south of 
Saigon in an attempt to encircle 
an enemy force estimated at 
more than IOO troops 
Details were sketchy, and no 
casualty figures were reported 
as yet. But the fighting was said 
to be heavy at times. 
That fight was just south of 
Rach Kien, a key district capi­ 
tal. The Americans were sent in 
after intelligence reports told of 
the enemy unit, and the GIS 
drew fire shortly after they 
landed. 
Nine miles farther north and 
only 15 miles below Saigon, an­ 
other 300 men from the 9th Divi­ 
sion virtually wiped out an ene­ 
my platoon of 40 or so men, ac­ 
cording to initial field reports. 


Only three Americans were re 
ported wounded. 
In a delayed report, U.S 
headquarters said that, a Viet 
Cong force fired with bazooka- 
type rockets Saturday at the 
U.S. freighter Southport ll as it 
approached Saigon. 
U.S. Navy gunboats, helicop­ 
ter gunships and Air Force 
fighter-bombers attacked the en­ 
emy positions along the bank 
and then strafed fleeing groups 
of Viet Cong. A U.S. spokesman 
said 20 Viet Cong were killed, 
there were no U.S. casualties 
and the ship was not damaged. 
In the air war, U.S. Air Force 
B52s bombed North Vietnam for 
the first time in nearly a month, 
while 
U.S. 
tactical 
fighter- 
bombers flew 110 missions Sun­ 
day against enemy supply lines 
in North Vietnam’s southern 
panhandle. The latter pilots re­ 
ported destroying or damaging 
42 trucks and 17 supply boats. 
The B52 strikes along the 
frontier ranged from inside the 


northern half of the demilita­ 
rized zone about eight miles 
west-northwest of the Marine 
base at Con Thien to five miles 
inside North Vietnam. 
Military spokesmen said the 
bombers attacked North Viet­ 
namese troops believed prepar­ 
ing to infiltrate into South Viet­ 
nam’s northernmost provinces. 
They also rained explosives on 
truck parks and on antiaircraft 
and artillery emplacements pos­ 
ing a threat to American fight- 
er-bombers and combat bases 
just below the demilitarized 
zone 
One mission struck at suspect­ 
ed enemy troop positions 12 
miles west of Da Nang, near the 
spot where U.S. Marines fought 
a fierce close-range battle with 
about IOO North Vietnamese sol­ 
diers from dusk Saturday to 
Sunday morning.

MIAMI BEACH — As the sun sinks slowly 
into the west and the Repub licans b oard 
their private planes to carry their message 
b ack to the American people, all thoughts

“ It's impossib le." said one correspondent. 
For one thing, we’ve got air cover, which 
they didn't have at Dien Bien Phu And for 
another, the roads leading to the stockyards 
will b e mined” 
“That’s all well and good." a pessimistic 
TV floor reporter said, “b ut how is anyone 
going to get to the convention hall to attend 
the proceedings'.’” 
“There will b e armed convoys leaving ev­ 
ery half hour from downtown Chicago, and 
Daley has artillery zeroed in on every high­ 
way. Anyone who tries to b lock the intersec­ 
tions will pay a high price for his aggres­ 
sion." 
A syndicated columnist added, “Since the 
convention is b eing held in the stockyards, 
there is no chance of them starving us out."

■Hie huge Kennedy Center, designed b y EJd- 
ward Durell Stone, will contain a 2,750-s« it 
symphony hall, a 2,500-seat auditorium for op­ 
era, musical theatre, and b allet, a 1,200-seat 
theatre for spoken drama, facilities for art ex­ 
hib its and a restaurant 
Similar concepts for ali-arts programs govern 
plans for centers elsewhere in the country. Se­ 
attle’s $40 million cultural center, b uilt for the 
Century 21 Exposition, includes an opera house, 
exhib ition hall, theatre and coliseum. 
CJenters are either planned w completed in 
Houston, Trenton. Winter Park, Fla., Hartford, 
Conn., Laramie, Wyo., Oklahoma City and St.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. — Richard M. Nixon, 
(he Repub lican presidential lUHninee, pulled a 
b ig surprise b ut hit the b ull’s eye when he 
picked Ciov. Spiro T. Agnew of Maryland to b e 
his running mate. 
It was a conspicuously different method than 
presidential nominees hitherto have used. 
Mr. Nixon consulted the principal Repub lican 
leaders at the Miami Beach convention and lis­ 
tened carefully to their recommendations. In 
the b ack of his mind all the time, however, was 
a particular fdrmuia or set of qualifications 
that the vice presidential nominee would have 
to possess. 


WHAT MR. NIXON was seeking was someone 
whose candidacy would not offend the South or 
any other section of the country. He also want­ 
ed a man who would stand out as fully 
equipped to deal with the many prob lems at 
state, county and city levels which are plaguing 
the federal government today. 
Mr. Agnew, who is 49, is an expert in munid- 
pal affairs, and for five years was chief execu­ 
tive of Baltimore County. As governor, he has 
dealt with racial prob lem.? first hand, particu­ 
larly in Baltimore which has a large Negro pop­ 
ulation. 
As he stated at his press conference, where 
he was picked b y Mr. Nixon, he is in favor of 
“civil rights,” b ut he doesn’t think President 
.Johnson was well advised in allowing the “poor 
p e o p l e ’s" demonstration at “ Resurrection 
City’" to b e held. 


THE MARYI.AND governor said the efforts 
were futile and that they did not represent a 
wise approach to the issues involved. 
Unquestionab ly, one of the b iggest proWems 
the White House must deal with today is that of 
the cities. The federal government involvement 
is a matter of great controversy b ut certainly 
the financial assistance of the national govern­ 
ment will continue to b e a favor in trying to 
solve the prob lems of the municipalities. 
What Mr. Nixon sought was a man experi­ 
enced in these sub jects and also with a knowl­ 
edge of the many federal projects that now 
are b eing applied to the states, some of which 
Gov. Agnew thinks are overlapping and do 
more harm than good. 


IT SO HAPPENS that Gov. Agnew was an 
onginal .sponsor of a Rockefeller candidacy, 
and is well liked b y the New York governor. 
Mr. Agnew switched to the Nixon camp when 
the announcement was made earlier this year 
that Rockefeller would not b e a candidate. When 
the latter changed his mind and entered the 
race, Mr. Agnew already had b egun to lean to­ 
ward Nixon. 
The Maryland governor does not regard him­ 
self as either “conservative" or a “ lib eral," b ut 
say he is a reali.st who seeks the facto and the 
truth ab out controversial issues and then reach­ 
es 
a 
decisiiMi 
without 
asking whetiier

comforms to a “con.servative” or “ lib wal" pW- 
losophx'. 


THE SELECTION of Gov. Agnew means that, 
from the political standpoint, Mr. Nixon ha.? 
chosen a candidate who agrees with the desire 
of many voters for fair apd ob jective dealings 
with racial prob lems and with the other <fifficul- 
ties that have risen as a result of riots and dis­ 
orders. 
Mr. Agnew, in a speech on July 30 In New 
York (Jity. for instance, said: 
“Civil disob edience, at b est, is a dangerous 
policy, since it opens the path for each man tn 
b e judge and jury of which laws are unjust and 
may b e b roken 
“Moreover, civil disob edience leads inevita­ 
b ly to riots, and riots condoned lead inevitab ly 
to revolution — which, incidentally, is a word 
we are hearing mwe and more frequently from 
advocates of b lack power. 


“CAPITULATION to violence, either to keep 
the peace or frwn misguided compassion, is 
fuicidal for society” 
Those who are intimately familiar with state 
affairs say that (Jov. Agnew has a record of ac­ 
complishment, and has put through the state 
legislature many useful programs. 
Since he was an early supporter of Nelson 
Rockefeller he certainly is not regarded nega­ 
tively b y the followers of the New York govw- 
nor. Also, he is not likely to antagoraze the 
South, and he seems to have a first-hand know- 
lege of the many controversial questions that 
are emerging b etween the federal government 
and the states. 
Because of the many millions of voters who 
are directly and indirectly affected b y the prob ­ 
lems which the Repub lican platform hopes to 
solve, the selection of Gov. .Agnew as vice pres­ 
ident nominee doub tless will b e a vote-getter

As governor, he has 


d ealt with racial problem s first hand, particu­ 


larly in B altim ore which has a large N egro pop 


ulation

Robert F. Marx, a profession­ 
al trea.sure-diver, claimed to 
have found the Union ironclad 
in 19.55 while diving in about 50 
feet of water a mile offshore, 
but said he could not locate the 
ship on subsequent dives due to 
shifting of the sandy ocean bot­ 
tom. 
The group now exploring off 
Hatteras is a partnership be­ 
tween the .state of North Caro­ 
lina. w'hich claims ownership 
under a 1967 law, and the North 
(aiolina 
Tidewater Services. 
Inc . a salvage company. 
Firm Gets Permit 
Samuel P. Townsend, supervi­ 
sor of underwater archaeology 
for .North Carolina’s State De 
partment of Archives and Histo­ 
ry. has granted an exclusive 
permit to the company, under 
provisions of the new law, to ex­ 
plore for wrecks in a nine- 
.square-mile area directly off­ 
shore and to the northeast of 
Hatteras point. 


Many of the wreck.s in the 
area are probably buried under 
shifting sand, said Robert L. 
Simmons, 50, a company direc­ 
tor. The water nms to a depth 
of about 40 feet there. 
To locate wrecks, the under­ 
water eplxorers are using a dif­ 
ferential proton magnometer.

Marx said Simmons had 
written him that he was “ posi 
tive” that the instrument find 
was the ironclad, and that it 
was at the location Marx had 
previously reported.

A <»ANTLION sometimes dis­ 
appears spontaneously or when 
it accidentally receives a hard 
blow. Many ganglions 
h a v e 
been treated at home by ad 
ministering a sharp blow with 
the family Bible, but this treat­ 
ment is not recommended be 
cause of the danger of a more 
serious injury. Following t h i s 
treatment the ganglion usually 
returns. If it causes no trouble 
and is not too noticeable, it is 
best to leave it alone, 


COMPLETE surgical remov­ 
al is advised by some authori­ 
ties but this involves a prolong­ 
ed recovery period. Most doc­ 
tors prefer a simpler method 
of treatment, such as withdraw­ 
al of the fluid through a sy­ 
ringe, then injecting hydrocor 
tisone into the cyst. 


ANOTHER METHOD that has 
hpen highly successful Is draw 
ing a suture through the cyst, 
tying it loosely in place and 
gently pressing the fluid out 
A sterile dressing is then ap­ 


plied and every day the dress 
ing is removed »o that the su­ 
ture can be drawn back and 
forth. After eight or nine day*, 
the cyst is empty and the «u 
lure has caused a foreign body 
reaction which prevents a re­ 
currence. 


Q—I do a lot of houseclean 
ing with ammonia. Are th e 
fumes harmful to the lungs? 
A—Although a heavy expo­ 
sure to ammonia fumes follow 
ing an industrial accident may 
cause damage to the lungs, liv 
er and kidneys, the household 
use of ammonia would irritate 
only the nose, throat and eyes 
This can be minimized by work 
ing with the windows open or 
by using an electric fan in the 
room.

fan to the giant attic mounted 
exhaust fan. 
In an apartment or a small 
home, a simple window f a n 
will help a great deal. Remem­ 
b er, we are talking ab out fans 
that will pull air out of a house 
—not simply mov e it around. 
Place a fan in a window at 
one end of a room. Windows 
near the fan should b e closed,

This w'ay t h e 
b edroom will b e the first room 
to receiv e the cooling b reezes 
from outside. 
In a two - story house, install 
the fan on the upper f l oor . 
Warm air tends to rise a nd 
cool air will b e closer to the 
ground. This is the air that 
will fill the house as the up­ 
stairs air is v ented out. 


WHILE YOU can get mass­ 
iv e windo w fans, the so rt that 
will do the best jo b is the built- 
in attic fan. If y o u o wn y o ur 
o wn ho me y o u sho uld co r^ider 
o ne. 
It acts as a central v entilat­ 
ing system. It sets all the air 
in the house in motion, draw­ 
ing it up through attic and ex- 
hausing it outside through out­ 
lets. It draws cooler air through 
doors and windows throughout 
the rest of the hou.se. 
Ev en the warm air in the 
house is cooler than the a i r 
stored in the attic. Thus, b y 
the time the fan is finished 
with its job it has cooled off 
the attic, too, which in turn 
will help to keep the rest of 
the hwise cool during the day. 
Get a fan 
that 
is 
I a rge 
enough. A good attic fan should 
b e ab le to change the air in the 
house in a minute to a minute 
and a half. F'ans are rated ac­ 
cording to cub ic-foot displace­ 
ment. Figure the cub ic feet in 
your house b y measuring—mul­ 
tiplying width, 
length 
a n d 
height. You need not figure the 
b asement or attic.

There is a certain priK?edure 
for maintaining them, just as

apply to another. Therefore, if 
you want your a.sphalt tile floor 
io 
look 
its 
b e.st 
and 
last 
indefinitely, as it should, simp 
ly treat it properly. 
There is nothing complicated 
ab out the correct treatment. In 
the fir.st place, an occasional 
washing w ith warm water a n d 
suds of a neutral soap is all 
that is required to keep asphalt 
tile floors clean and attractiv e. 
Of course, the fUnir .should b e 
rin.sed after the washing as you 


rinse anything 
e l s e , and It 
.should b e dry - mopped. 
When it comes to the use of 
hi^ - pressure “cleaners” con­ 
taining kerosene, b enzine, tur­ 
pentine, oils or highly alkaline 
compounds, just stay 
a w a y 
from them. 
If you want a high finish on 
your asphalt tile floor, use any 
water emulsion wax floor polish. 
There is nothing odd or difficult 
ab out this. It is as easy to apply 
as any other floor wax and can 
b e b uffed and polished to as 
high a gloss as you want. Do 
you use v arni.sh. lacquers, shel­ 
lacs or plastic finishes. 
If you want the b est serv ice 
out of your floor, chairs and 
other pieces of furniture should 
b e equipped with smooth, flat 
protec'tors 
on 
the 
ends 
of 
the 
legs. 
This 
applies 
to 
any floor, not only to a.sphalt 
tile. Y’ou cannot expect a floor 
to look it.s b est when it is sub ­ 
jected to gouging, scratching 
leg - ends. You get out of any 
material exactly what ywj pul 
into it in care. You can ov er­ 
wind a $500 watch as easily as 
a $5 watch.

I that it can b e easily pre.ssed

The larger gaps present a dif­ 
ferent prob lem. They should b e 
undercut first: that is. opened 
a little further .so that the edges 
of the plaster slant inward. This 
will enab le the patching m ater­ 
ial to remain in place while it 
is hardening. 
Also, the mixture should b e 
firmer than for the tiny open­ 
ings, b ut still loose enough to 
b e worked easily. 
The patch should b e a frac­ 
tion of an inch ab ov e the sur­ 
face. This will take care of 
shrinkage and at the same time 
permit sanding to b ring the 
patch ev en with the .surround­ 
ing area.

While their affinity en d e d 
there, they hav e had parallel 
journeys to popularity, winning 
quick pub lic approv al and main­ 
taining it throughwit the cen­ 
turies. 
Shellac's popular appeal, in 
the face of a large assortment 
of new finishing materials, can 
b e traced to a numb er of rea­ 
sons, among them its v ersatili­ 
ty, ease of application a n d 
quick-drying properties. 
Hob b yists, in particular, like 
it b ecause it lends itself to ex­ 
perimentation in 
ways 
a n d 
means of mixing and applying. 


PROFESSIONAL wood finish­ 
ers of the past carefully guard­ 
ed their own secret recipes for 
using shellac on expensiv e v io­ 
lins and fine furniture. 
Today, 
there 
are 
different 
schools of thought on the proper 
mixture of shellac and dena­ 
tured alcohol, the type of ab ra­ 
siv e for smoothening the hard­ 
ened fini.sh, the manner of ap­ 
plication and the v arious uses 
to which it can b e put. 
The newcomer need hav e no 
qualms ab out these differences 
of opinion. He can achiev e good 
results b y using a 50-50 mix­ 
ture of shellac and denatured 
alcohol and applying it with a 
b rush which is not used for any 
other purpo.se. Two or t h r e e 
coats are recommended, with a 
light sanding b etween coats. 
While shellac dries rapidly, .so 
much so that dust will n o t 
cling to it after the first few 


minutes, sev eral hours should 
elapse b etween coats. 
When shellac is to b e used a.s 
a sealer or undercoater, less of 
it can b e used in the mixture, 
A good starting point would 
b e three parts of denatured al­ 
cohol to one p art of shellac. 
Once you hav e b ecome acquain­ 
ted with shellac, you will find 
your own fav orite mixture — 
as a sealer, an undercoater or 
a finish coat. And it is inev ita­ 
b le that you not only will find 
it, b ut that you will soon b e 
proclaiming it an ideal com­ 
b ination, b etter than that one 
used b y your neighb or or the 
one recommended in an article 
on wood finishing. 


LEST IT b e supposed t ha t 
shellac is a foolproof material 
which can b e successfully ap 
plied b y anyone under any con 
ditions, it ju.st isn’t so. It will 
dev elop a whitish appearance if 
it is put on in an atmosphere 
of high humidity or if the wood 
isn’t completely dry. 
A good practice is not to 
shellac during rainy weather, 
ev en if you are doing the fin 
i.shing inside the house, although 
it mu.st b e admitted that it can 
b e done if you are ab .soIutel> 
certain the inside humidity is 
low and that the temperature 
is somewhere in the v icinity of 
70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
You .should b uy only enough 
shellac to last for a few month.s. 
since it is inclined to deteriorate 
after that period of time. 
Continue to keep it in the nri 
ginal container and protect i 
from air and sunlight. In ap' 
plying it, work fa.st, flowing 
on and nev er b rushing it ou; 
completely

For one reason or another, 
many homes are built close 
to the street, with onlv a nar­ 
row strip of yard left be­ 
tween house and roadway.

I«ester Maddox, a Democrat 
who .supported Barry Goldwateh 
in 1964 and says he likes Ala­ 
bama’s George C. Wallace this 
year, has announced he may 
make a bid for bis party’s presi­ 
dential nomination. 
Maddox said his candidacy 
would offer a choice among one 
con.servativ€ and three candi­ 
dates he called Socialists. 
“ I have no intention of run­ 
ning as a favorite son,” he add­ 
ed. 
Maddox .said Sunday he had 
not discus.sed the idea with na­ 
tional or state Democratic party 
officials, and had no idea what 
their reaction would be. 
His decision, he added, could 
come ‘‘as late as the day of the 
convention. Or it could be to­ 
morrow.” 
After losing several elections, 
including two for mayor, and a 
1962 race for lieutenant gover­ 
nor, Maddox, defeated former 
Gov. Ellis G. Arnall for the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor in 1966. 
He was elected governor in 
January 1967 by the Georgia 
General A.s.sembíy after neither 
he nor 
Republican 
Howard 
‘‘Bo” Callaway received a ma­ 
jority of general election votes. 
Callaway outpolled Maddox bv 
3,0.39 votes. 
Before his election. Maddox, 
52. became known as the Atlan­ 
ta restaurant owner who closed 


rather than comply with the 
1964 Civil Rights Act to serve 
Negroes. 
Maddox said the Democratic 
party nominees, including South 
Dakota Sen. George S 
Mc­ 
Govern who announced Satur­ 
day, offer no choice.

to win or tie at par. Elder bogied to go to ev en 
par, and Don Bies, who early in the day was fiv e 
u nder, and B ert Yancey bogied to miss the play ­ 
off. Beard needed a birdie to win ou tright. 
He 
w as the last play er to finish, and for the first 
tim e all day the hu ge gallery of 23,8 31, most of 
it arou nd the 18 th g r e e n , became absolu tely 
silent. Bu t B eard’s pu tt for a birdie was short and 
he joined th e play off parade. Bob Stanton and 
Ju liu s Boros n€ ^ e d birdies to get into the play ­ 
off, and both paired. 
Nicklau s needed a birdie, and got one, from 
abou t 10 feet, after a hu morou s incident. A liv e 
bird, species u ndeterm ined, landed on the green 
before Jack pu tted, and w hile Bob Goalby tried 
to chase the bird away , Jack beckoned to it, 
know ing it was w hat he needed. The bird sat on 
th e fringe of the green, w hile Jack's ball went 
into th e cu p. 


WATCHING A golf tou rnam ent is differ­ 
ent from w atching any other sporting ev ent, ex ­ 
cept m ay be a track meet. The action is going on 
ev ery w here at once, and of cou rse y ou can’t see 
ev ery body all the time. A satisfactory , way to 
v iew a tou rnam ent is to stay at one hole on the 
first nine and see ev ery body and then mov e to a 
second-nine hole and see ev ery one again. Loca­ 
tions near “leader boards” which giv e the hole- 
by hole progress of the leaders, are at a premiu m. 
Mason Ru dolph cau sed a stir by hav ing his 
nam e pu t u p on the board after he had recorded 
fiv e birdies in the first sev en holes to go fou r- 
u nder for the day . Bu t he had a bad second nine 
and ended w ith a 7 0. Word of mou th spreads 
throu gh the galleries fast, so when someone said 
“Palm er w ent in the w ater at 16” it was a little 
less of a shock to see a big red eight go u p as his 
score for the hole, knocking him ou t of conten­ 
tion. 
There is a scorer on each hole, connected 
electrically to IBM headqu arters, w here all the sta­ 
tistics are tabu lated as play progresses. There are 
also scorers who trav el w ith each play er. All the 
scorers are female, and were dressed in red-and 
w hite costu mes for the American Classic. Their 
costu mes inclu ded cu lottes, which also seemed to 
be a fav orite ty pe of attire w ith the su rprisingly 
nu m erou s female fans. 
Most of the golfers w ear brightly colored 
clothes to giv e the fans a chance to easily identify 
them , for one reason. Of cou rse Dou g Sanders is 
tops on the sartorial list, w ith an all-y ellow ou tfit 
Satu rday and an all-lav ender ensemble Su nday , 
bu t Boros and Riv es McBee had pu rple pants Sat­ 
u rday and others were hardly less colorfu l. 


SOME PLAYERS hav e qu ite colorfu l person­ 
alities, also. Tops in this respect are Lee 'Trev ino 
and Chi-Chi Rodrigu ez, who w ere paired y ester­ 
day . Both joke w ith the fans and do little dances, 
especially after a good shot. Bu t they can be irri­ 
table at times, especially Rodrigu ez, who said 
when forced to w ait on a tee, “May be they ’ll let u s 
play throu gh.” Still waiting, a little later, he said, 
“We hav e tim e to go watch the ballgam e on TV.” 
W hen he finally did get to hit his shot was v ery 
poor. 
The object of Chi-Chi’s ire was Bru ce Cramp- 
ton, who nev er smileis and seems to be disliked by 
fans and fellow play ers alike. W hen it comes to 
slow play , howev er, no one can compete w ith 
Nicklau s. His threesom e was 10 m inu tes getting to 
the 18 th tee after the prev iou s grou p had holed ou t 
both Satu rday and Su nday . 
Thou gh Nicklau s play s slowly , he prov ided 
plenty of thrills Su nday , and despite rain and mo­ 
squ itoes Satu rday and su nbu rn and wind Su nday , 
the American Classic was a classic tou rnam ent.

The American Golf Classic which concluded 
at Firestone Country Club in Akron yesterday 
was probably the most exciting tournam ent in the 
history of golf. 
Anyone who watched the historic five-hole 
playoff on television is fam iliar with the end­ 
ing. On the first extra hole unknown Lee Elder, 
who had played only in Negro tournam ents prior 
to this year, s a n k a 30-foot putt for a birdie, 
watched Frank Beard miss a birdie chip shot by 
inches and then saw Jack Nicklaus sink a birdie 
putt of some 15 feet from the fringe. 
On the second extra hole Elder was five feet 
from the pin in two and Nicklaus was in a trap, but 
the “Golden B ear” canned a 22-footer and Elder 
missed his short, tricky putt to prolong the match 
again.

WATCHING A golf tournam ent is differ­ 
ent from w atching any other sporting event, ex­ 
cept maybe a track meet. The action is going on 
everyw here at once, and of course you can’t see 
everybody all the time. A satisfactory, way to 
view a tournam ent is to stay at one hole on the 
first nine and see everybody and then move to a 
second-nine hole and see everyone again. Loca­ 
tions near “ leader boards” which give the hole- 
by hole progress of the leaders, are at a premium. 
Mason Rudolph caused a stir by having his 
nam e put up on the board after he had recorded 
five birdies in the first seven holes to go four- 
under for the day. But lip had a bad second nine 
and ended w ith a 70. Word of mouth spreads 
through the galleries fast, so when someone said 
“ Palm er went in the w ater at 16” it was a little 
less of a shock to see a big red eight go up as his 
score for the hole, knocking him out of conten­ 
tion. 
There is a scorer on each hole, connected 
electrically to IBM headquarters, where all the sta­ 
tistics are tabulated as play progresses. There are 
also scorers who travel w ith each player. All the 
scorers are female, and were dressed in red-and 
w hite costumes for the American Classic. Their 
costumes included culottes, which also seemed to 
be a favorite type of attire with the surprisingly 
numerous female fans. 
Most of the golfers wear brightly colored 
clothes to give the fans a chance to easily identify 
them, for one reason. Of course Doug Sanders is 
tops on the sartorial list, with an all-yellow outfit 
Saturday and an all-lavender ensemble Sunday, 
but Boros and Rives McBee had purple pants Sat­ 
urday and others were hardly less colorful. 


SOME PLAYERS have quite colorful person­ 
alities, also. Tops in this respect are Lee Trevino 
and Chi-Chi Rodriguez, who were paired yester­ 
day. Both joke with the fans and do little dances, 
especially after a good shot. But they can be irri­ 
table at times, especially Rodriguez, who said 
when forced to w ait on a tee, “Maybe they’ll let us 
play through.” Still waiting, a little later, he said. 
“We have tim e to go watch the ballgame on TV.” 
When he finally did get to hit his shot was very 
poor. 
The object of Chi-Chi’s ire was Bruce Cramp- 
ton, who never smiles and seems to be disliked bv 
fans and fellow players alike. W hen it comes to 
slow play, however, no one can compete with 
Nicklaus. His threesome was IO minutes getting to 
the 18th tee after the previous group had holed out 
both Saturday and Sunday. 
Though Nicklaus plays slowly, he provided 
plenty of thrills Sunday, and despite rain and mo­ 
squitoes Saturday and sunburn and wind Sunday, 
the American Classic was a classic tournam ent.

A N SW E R : In the earliest days, men had to carry thing 
around on their own backs. Then they learned to domes­ 
ticate such powerful animals as the horse, camel and ox. 
With the development of the wheel, making carts and 
carriages possible, these draft animals could do most of 
the heavy work needed. Our illustration shows the kind of 
contraption people had to use before cars came along. It’s 
a funny combination of several things; it’s a kind of tram, 
because its wheels ran on iron rails; it’s a kind of cart, 
because it was pulled by horses; it’s a kind of trolley, 
because it ran on rails in city streets. But such a slowpoke 
affair would never do in our age, when men and goods 
must be shifted around so rapidly. For vehicles to move 
with any speed they must be powered by engines. The 
reason there were no cars in the early days was that the 
engine had not been invented. When James Watt per­ 
fected a practical steam engine in 1769, things began, 
literally, to move. First came trains, then gasoline pow­ 
ered cars; with his famous Model T, Henry Ford “ put 
America on wheels” .
